SUBJECT: MANAGEMENT OF THE DEPARTMENT’S E-LEARNING SYSTEM 


Over the last few years, the demand for on-line training has increased significantly. Given the 
number of mandated training deadlines that are due simultaneously, drastic measures are being 
taken to enable the servers to meet current demands. 

Effective immediately, access to all e-learning will be restricted to the following courses: 

1) Mandatory Roll Call Training - Course 211 

2) Mandated Equal Employment Opportunity (EEO) Training - Course 210 

The NECS CLETS recertification training is still mandated for completion by March 31, 2010.

Credit for the 
training will be given when the final certificate is presented to your Training Coordinator for 
input into the Learning Management System. 

In order to better manage the demand for on-line training, these restrictions will remain in place 
until a new process for approval and prioritization has been developed. Additionally, the report 
managing functions of the e-leaming system have been restricted to the On-line Training Unit 
staff.
